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Colonel JOHN C. EVERS, Commander, 3380th Technical 
School, Keesler Air Force Base, Mississippi, advised there 
are no records on Keesler Air Force Base, Mississippi, to 
verify the attendance of LEE HARVEY OSWALD in any. of the 
courses of instruction held in the past. He advised that the 
best and most authentic verificatibn of such attendance is 
the document entitled, "Summary Student Record of Technical 
Training", of OSWALD on file at the Personnel Records Center, 
St. Louis, Missouri . He snid that if that document reflocts 
that OSWALD attended a course .*>»ititled, "Aircraft Control and 
Warning Operator", (AC&Y/O), then such course was attended. 

Colonel EVERS stated also that the "201" personnel 
file of OSWALD, maintained by the Marine Corps when OSY/ALD 
was in service, and retired after his discharge, would contain 
a copy of such a record. 

Colonel EVERS said the AC & WO courses held in 
1957 vbre for members of the Air Force, and that duringthat 
interval of 1957, several hundred U. S. Marines 'took the 
course. He stated at that time it was a 180 hour, six-weeki 
course . ' 

EVERS said he knew cf no way 'to identify any of 
tho instructors OSWALD may havo had during the three-phase, 
six-weolc * course of instruction. He said tho courso of 
instruction is very similar to that prosently conducted, but 
it has been extended from six to a seven-week course, and 
that the School Operations Officer will be able to advise 
as to the course of instruction. 

Colonel EVERS advisod that in the personnel file 
of OSWALD^ there will bo found a copy of the orders sending 
him from n*s Marine Corps assignment to Keesler Air Force 
Base, Mississippi, to attend the course of instructions. He 
said that in all probability that order will contain the 
names of other Marine Corps personnel who perhaps traveled 
to Keesler Air Force Base with OSY/AID, may havo attended the 
same course with him, lived in the samo housing accommodations 
with him, and may have departed on return to Marine Corps 
assignments with him. He said that the personnel file will, 
**!£“** contain a chronological account of the whereabouts' 
of OSi.aLD during the entire tenure of his ifn v h no 
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service, and that the various orders in his file are the 
key to further inquiries as to him, either at Keesler Air 
Force Base, Mississippi’, or at any other place he was merely 
attached or assigned for a duty period. 

Colonel EVERS stated also that a copy of OSY/AID 's 
graduation orders from tho AC & Y/0 course will be found in 
OSWALD'S personnel file, and this order will contain tho 
names of other Marino Corps students who graduated with him 
and should likewise contain their respective Marine service 
or serial numbers, enabling them to be located. 

EVERS said there is no roster at Keesler Air Force 
Base to identify those who attended the course with OSWALD. 
EVERS said if OSY/ALD were in the Marine Corps beginning in 
1956, ho would not have had the rank to justify off-base 
housing, and that OSY/ALD •wou Id have been billeted on the base 
but there was no way "to' determine to which barracks he may 
have been assigned .at the time. 
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
